Mrs. W. J. Martin of this city has 
been appointed treasurer for San Ma¬ 
teo county, which is entitled to two 
more bells, to whom all contributions 
to the fund may be paid. This is a 
good movement and responses should 
be prompt and liberal.

SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO 
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DOMINATE HIGH 
SCHOOL COURSES?

“The withered hand of tradition, 
outstretched from the grave of medi- 
aevel scholasticism, is still powerful 
enough to deny to the large majority 
of our youth of the twentieth century 
their right to the wealth of a twen¬ 
tieth century intelligence,” declares 
Dr. Frederick L. Burk, head of the 
San Francisco Normal School, in a 
communication to Will C. Wood, State 
Commissioner of High Schools. 

Dr. Burk, who recently created 
widespread discussion in educational 
circles by two epigrammatic mono¬ 
graphs on “Lock-Step Schooling and 
other defects in the present methods 
of pedagogues, communicated with 
Commissioner Wood on reading in 
“The Examiner” the statement of 
Wood that many of his utterances 
were merely well-worded half-truths. 

Commisioner Wood took particular 
exception to the statement of Dr. 
Burk concerning the universities, say¬ 
ing they no longer dominated the 
high school courses and the Univer¬ 
sity of California did not require 
Latin for admission. 

LETTER FOR PROOF. 

Replying to Commissioner Wood, 

Dr. Burk quotes in full a letter he 
recently wrote to James Sutton, re¬ 
corder of faculties at the state uni¬ 
versity, regarding the requirements 
for admission, and the reply of Re¬ 
corder Sutton. 

Dr. Burk said in his letter to Re¬ 
corder Sutton that one of his sons 
was attending the Tamalpais Union 
High School and was not taking 
Latin and would possibly not be 
qualified in first year algebra. 

Assuming that other requirements 
were fulfilled, Dr. Burk wanted to 
know if his son, by substituting some 
other subjects for Latin and algebra, 
might enter the College of Social 
Science or College of Letters in regu¬ 
lar standing and graduate. He also 
unked if the youth might enter the 
College of Natural Science and pursue 
as a major study, history, economics, 
jurisprudence or political science 
without matriculation Latin and al¬ 
gebra. 

must study algebra. 

In his reply to Dr. Burk, Recorder 
Sutton said that unless young Burk 
would be willing to go to the univer¬ 
sity as a student at large, pursuing 
purely elective courses without refer¬ 
ence to a degree, it would be abso¬ 
lutely necessary for him to take up 
at least one year of high school alge¬ 
bra. Moreover, if he desired as a 
candidate for a degree, to take as a 
major subject history, economics, 
jurisprudence or political science, it 
would be necessary for him to have 
credit for at least two years of high 
school Latin. Graduation from the 
College of Letters required both 
Greek and Latin, it was stated, and 
other courses were mentioned where 
Latin was also compulsory. 

Commenting on these requirements, 
Dr. Burk, in a communication he 
has addressed to Commisioner Wood, 
goes on to say: 

"What you said is true—or half | 
true. It is now possible as it always 
has been, to enter certain vocational 
colleges without Latin. But to pur¬ 
sue the work of two of the three 
great colleges which aim to furnish 
a liberal education, Latin is manda¬ 
tory: and while one may enter natur¬ 
al science without Latin, the penalty 
for neglect, as Recorder Sutton frank¬ 
ly points out, is so severe that the of¬ 
fender will wish he had it. He is 
like the hungry tramp who, being 
invited to enter the house, did so to 
find a padlock upon the dining room 
door. These three colleges contain 
two thirds of all the Berkeley stu¬ 
dents. Thereby is worked the lever¬ 
age compelling the high schools of 
the state to load themselves with 
withered scholarship at the expense 
of living and useful knowledge. The 
deadening effect of these scholastic 
studies upon the ambition and en¬ 
thusiasm of modern boys and girls is 
chiefly responsible for the fact that 
of every 100 students who enter the 
high schools of the United States, 
only twenty or thirty remain to fin¬ 
ish. In other words, the withered 
hand of tradition, outstretched from 
the grave of mediaeval scholasticism, 


is still powerful enough to deny to 
the large majority of our youth of 
the twentieth century their right to 
the wealth of a twentieth century in¬ 
telligence. 

IMPORTANT TO CHILD. 

“This issue is therefore one of tre¬ 
mendous significance to every child, 
and to every social, civic and indus¬ 
trial problem which through general 
public intelligence of the voter must 
be finally adjusted. It is short¬ 
sighted to assume that the reform 
I urge is hostile to the university for 
the university will be immeasurably 
stronger when this tumor of scholas¬ 
tic pendantry is removed from its in¬ 
sides and every student is permitted 
to study any subject profitable to 
him, without let or hindrance. 

“It was this issue between the 
quick and the dead which led the peo¬ 
ple to .create a new State Board of 
Education with power to supervise 
the high schools. The people are 
now looking to you, as the executive 
in this newly created office of com¬ 
missioner of high schools education, 
to deal with this issue in no feeble 
nor compromising spirit, to play no 
policy of watchful waiting but, fear¬ 
lessly, to give us a modern schooling 
for modern living without payment of 
tribute to the fetiches of an outlived 
pedantry. 

“You are equal to the task—and 
may the event prove that this fore¬ 
cast is a no better illustration of my 
half truths than the one you offered.”

MAGAZINE FOR APRIL 


“In a little wooden building on the 
grounds of the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh, thirty-six young chemists are 
working at scientific problems the so¬ 
lution of which will earn millions of 
dollars for many industries and even¬ 
tually add to the happiness and pros¬ 
perity of everybody in the world,” 
says Frank Parker Stockbridge in an 
interesting article, “Harnessing Sci¬ 
ence to the Factory,” that appears in 
the April number of Popular Mechan¬ 
ics Magazine. In this article is ex¬ 
plained how these chemists have 
found out by scientific experiment 
how to make bread of a better quali¬ 
ty “than the kind grandma used to 
make;” how they have discovered a 
successful method of preserving 
orange juice, a thing that has been a 
puzzle to fruit growers for 30 years; 
and how they are daily discovering 
new processec that will not only 
make many manufactured products 
better, but, in the end, will make 
them cheaper. 

The April magazine contains 344 
articles and 350 illustrations, many 
of the latter being full-page photo¬ 
graphs of incidents of universal in¬ 
cidents of universal interest. In “A 
Trip across the Atlantic” the story of 
what happens on a voyage on board 
the “Imperator” is told in picture 
form, seven pages of pictures being 
required to tell only the first half of 
this story which is to be continued in 
the May magazine. In “Artificial 
Waterways in Many Lands" full-page 
views are given of the Gota Canal in 
Sweden, a typical Japanese canal 
crowded with shipping, a canal in 
the Dutch colony of Java, and the 
"Great Canal” in Lawrence, Mass. 
In the continuation of the series,“Cu¬ 
rious Vehicles in Use the World 
Over,” an Indian bullock cart with 
canopy embroidered in solid gold, 
and used by a liigh-caste lady of Ul- 
war, is shown in contrast with the 
three-horse "troika” of Russia. A 
curious and interesting feature, made 
possible by an electrically operated 
camera that obtains several thousand 
views to the second, is the series of 
photographs showing the flight of a 
shell fired from one of the coast-de¬ 
fense mortars at Fort Monroe. In 
these pictures the shell is shown act¬ 
ually issuing from the muzzle of the 
mortar, and the action of the gases, 
the formation of the smoke ring and 
the different positions of the shell are 
all depicted. Among the other inter¬ 
esting features pf the April magazine 
are such articles as “Revenue Cutters 
for Ohio and Mississippi Rivers;” 
“Finding and Destroying Derelicts at 
Sea;” “Destructive Eruption of Japa¬ 
nese Volcano,” accompanied by illus¬ 
trations of the eruption and the dam¬ 
age that followed in its wake; “New

DISASTROUS FIRE 
JHDAIY CITY 

A few minutes after three o’clock 
Monday morning a brisk fire was dis¬ 
covered in the Heime market on Mis¬ 
sion street, between Knowles and 
Los Angeles avenues and it gained 
headway so rapidly that by the time 
the volunteer fire company arrived 
the building was a mass of flames 
and doomed, so that efforts were ex¬ 
erted to save adjoining property on 
each side. 

The water supply was fairly good, 
but it was discovered that the Theta 
•avenue hydrant would not work and 
that delayed the fire fighters consid¬ 
erably, so that the fire spread in 
both directions, consuming in its path 
the smu.il real-estate office and set¬ 
ting fire to the large Pescaro build¬ 
ing, while to the north the new Ge- 
nochino building was also in flames, 
notwithstanding the heroic efforts 
that were exerted to keep the fire 
from spreading in that direction. 

In the meantime, the San Fran¬ 
cisco fire department had been ap¬ 
pealed to for help and very soon they 
had a fire engine attached to the 
Crocker Tract Water Co.’s hydrant, 
corner Mission street and Wellington 
avenue and M. H. Bradly went to the 
pumping station and kept the pumps 
in action. This enabled the engine to 
pump two heavy streams and the 
San Francisco firemen soon had the 
fire under control and prevented its 
spreading to the Grandview Theatre 
in the solid block of buildings that 
includes the large Knowles Hall 
building. 

The Genochino building finally fell 
and was soon smouldering so that 
little effort was needed to keep the 
Grandview Theatre from catching. 
In the meatime, the Daly City Volun¬ 
teer Department had kept the fire in 
the Pescaro building pretty well in 
check so that when the fire engine 
streams were added to their valiant 
work the fire was soon extinguished. 

The origin of the fire is unknown 
except that it started in the building 
that is owned by Emelio Scramaglia 
and occupied by Louis Heim.

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A specially chartered steamer will 
carry 48 great Oregon logs to San 
Francisco from Coos Bay, Ore., to be 
J used as principal pillars in the Oregon 
building at the Panama-Pacific Expo¬ 
sition. The announcement was made 
at the recent meeting of the Oregon 
commission. After the logs had been 
donated it was found difficult to ar¬ 
range for their transportation to San 
Francisco, since vessels plying to San 
Francisco were not equipped to han¬ 
dle such heavy sticks. Finally the 
steam schooner Olsen & Mahoney was 
chartered for the purpose. The logs 
will be towed from the Columbia 
River to Coos Bay, where special 
tackle is available for loading them 
upon the vessel. 

The forty-eight big pillars are to be 
dedicated to the forty-eight States of 
the Union, and each State will be in¬ 
vited to supply a State flag or emblem 
and copper or brass plate to bear the 
inscription of the dedication. Another 
plate also will be set in each log bear¬ 
ing the name of its donor and the lo¬ 
cality where it was cut. Motion pic¬ 
tures of the loading on shipboard of 
the great timbers will be taken and 
used by the Oregon commission as one 
of the features of the State exhibit at 
the exposition in 1915.

IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


| Natives in the north of Malekula 
island of the New Hebrides group have 
murdered and eaten six natives, teach- 
! er s from the Walla island mission dis¬ 
trict, it became known recently. 

The resignation of the Japanese 
Cabinet has given rise to considerable 
discussion in political circles in Japan. 
A statement was issued by the Gov¬ 
ernment declaring that the Cabinet 
had resigned on account of the failure 
of the House of Representatives and 
the House of Peers to agree on the 
budget. It Avas pointed out that un¬ 
less an extraordinary session of Par¬ 
liament should be called, the budget 
of last year and the estimates for the 
various’departments would remain in 
operation. 

The declaration states that the naval 
scandal in connection with the giving 
of illicit commissions to influence the 
allotment of contracts had nothing to j 
do with the break-up of the Cabinet. 
It argues that if the naval scandal had 
been the cause of the Cabinet’s fall it 
would have occurred at an earlier 
date. 

Commissioner Goldwater of the New 
York Department of Health called 
upon all citizens to report dirty stores 
which dealt in foods. The department 
has just finished inspecting 20,000 food 
stores, and it reported that 6000 of 
these were unclean and 2000 had 
structural defects.

Nine Year Legal Battle Bringe Banieh- 
ment For Big 8igns. 

The final rout of the billboard trust 
took place In St. Louis after a nine 
year court battle, when the city com- 1 
missioner ordered that 1,800 billboards, 
virtually all in the city, be torn down 
within four days. 

The billboards were on the property j 
of approximately 4,000 property own J 
ers, and to euch of these owners a 
special delivery letter was sent calling 
their attention to the law’s violation 
and requiring that the boards be re¬ 
moved within three days of the receipt 
of notification, one day’s grace being 
allowed for delivery of the order. 

“I shall have an ax squad ready and 
the offending hoards will come down,’’ 
said Building Commissioner McKelvey. 

The 1905 ordinance to he enforced by 
the building commissioner limits the 
height of billboards to fourteen feet 
requires a space of four feet between 
the ground and the bottom of the 
board, limits the area to 500 square 
feet and the length to fifty feet and 
fixes a license fee of $1 for every lineal 
five feet. 

No billboard may approach nearer 
than six feet to a building or another 
billboard, and all boards must be 
placed back at least fifteen feet from 
the line of the lot

In its comparatively short life of 
seven years the industrial Commission 
of Bethlehem has done some wonderful 
things for this town on the north bank 
of the Lehigh river. In his annual 
report Malcolm Metzger, the president 
of this body of business men, recounts 
some of these achievements.' 

One of the first problems was to get 
the capitalists interested in a building 
boom, and the commission started by 
organizing the United Realty company. 
In the last seven years hundreds of 
homes for workmen have been built, 
and this boom may be said to he still 
in its Infancy, for within the next year 
or two a territory to the east of the 
town will he opened on which 20.000 
more homes can and will be built. 

Perhaps the biggest project of the 
industrial commission, which had the 
aid of the South Bethlehem Commer¬ 
cial league in the matter, was the pro¬ 
curing of assurance that two new 
bridges across the Lehigh river would 
be built While these have not yet 
been constructed, they will be within 
a year or two. These bridges are the 
Minsi Trail bridge, which will span 
the river to the east of the town and 
will cost more than $250,000. and the 
new $525,000 structure across the Le¬ 
high at the foot of Main street Con¬ 
tracts will be let soon. 

The industrial commission has before 
it the task of urging the erection of a 
municipal conduit system, the procur- 


The ideal to be aimed at is the 
extension of the municipal sys¬ 
tem in a state to such a point 
that municipal experts, as chiefs 
of the various departments in 
the municipal government, shall 
he products of promotion under 
the civil service system and shall 
be trn nsferred from one city to 
another in the state, so that they 
ahull become part of a state mu¬ 
nicipal service.
